not ſubject to the Search and Dwinances of the ſaid Company of Painter-Stainers, fa that their Defaults and 
Abuſcs cannot be Tiſcovered, eſpied, 02 amended 3 no2 the Offenders puniſhed acco:ding to their Oemerits, as 
they ſhould be, in cake they were ſubyect to the laid Company of Painter-Staincrs. Fo2 Remedy and Retowaticn 
whereof, and to the intent that all Freemen of this City, practiſing and uſing the Art of Painting within this 
City, may be in time reduced, and brought to be free of the Company of Painter-Stainers; and that the aſter 
and TUarvens If the ſaid Company to? the time being, may hereafter have a moze free and abſolute Survey 
and Scarch, and Concction and JIuniihment of all Freemen of this City, uſing their Art within the ſane 
City and Libertics thereof, (ot what Company locver they be) than heretofoze they have had, whereby Frauds 
and Oliences may come to be diſcovered, and Offenders puniſhed, accoding to the ancient Cuſtoms of this
